222 would be found not further limiting, as R H and K are the only basic amino acids.. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims are not put into condition for allowance. 
Moyle stands for reasons of record. . 

Continuation of 13. Other: IF the amendment were entered, it would overcome the rejections under 35 USC 1 12, as well as the art 
rejection over Campbell. However, the art rejections over Moyle would stand for reasons of record. Even IF the elected claims were found 
allowable, the other claims remain distinct inventions, and would require substantial further search and consideration. Given the dearth of 
information in the specification, the only reason the claimed species is considered to be enabled is because of the prior art; other than 
positions 75 and 77, no other positions have been shown by applicants to be substituted, and they arre not substituted by any specific 
amino acid. Each additional substiutution would require an additional search of the prior art, as the (a) the original search would not have 
revealed all additionally claimed substitutions, and (b) the effect of combining substitutions is not predictable. Given the crowded nature of 
the art, it remains that different substitutions are recognized by the art as being different inventions, and require undue search. 
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
